Gilford Pirn-hot writes: The Shields hill (fives to the 
water |>ower interests, without compensation, the use of 
water jiowrr on navigable streams, "a supply of power" 
larger by far than all the power of every kind now in use 
in the I nited States. F'rivate corporations are author- 
to seize upon any land, public or private, which they 
:>se to condemn. 
Another water power hill, the Ferris hill, ***as re- 
ported to the Senate, encourages monopoly hy |>ermit- 
tinjj a coriwration to take as many water power sites as 
it may please. I Uder it the cor|K>rations could not even 
be kept from fastening upon the < .ran, I Canyon, the 
greatest natural wonder on the continent. 

Under the Shields bill the people can take back 
the power sites after fifty years, hut would have to pay 
for the fifty year's increase in value of property which it 
now gives awav for nothing, and will have to take over 
the lighting and power system of cities supplied by these 
water powers. This bill is now pending in the House, 
the Ferris bill is before the Senate.

The fighting of the most savage

It is not un- 
common for lands too wet for culti- 
vation to prixtuce. when drained, rtn 
In 70 bushels of corn or oats to the 
acre. On much of the drained land 
the increase of yield is from 25 to 
inn per cent, and by the increased 
yield and decreased cost of cultiva- 
te n the value of the land is often 
doubled.

Drainage warms the soil. Heat 
from the sun acts directly upon the 
soil when excessive moisture is re- 
moved by drainage. Warming of the 
soil also causes the seed to germi- 
nate more readily, thereby giving a 
better stand of crops and causing 
the plants to grow more promptly. 

Drained land can be plowed earlier 
in the spring than undrained land. 
Crops can be cultivated sooner after 
a rain, and If covered tile drains are 
used Instead of open ditches 
machinery can be used to better ad- 
vantage and the cost of cultivation 
decreased. 

By the open-ditch system much 
v aluable land is occupied, the drain- 
age is seldom thorough, and the 
ditches become filled and have tQ be 
cleaned out. Open ditches some- 
limes occupy as much as 10 per cent 
and frequently 5 per cent of the 
area to be drained. Thus it is that 
tile drains, while more expensive to 
install, are generally the most eco- 
nomical in the end 

You can buy good tile for lift per 
thousand and up. depending on the 
i size of the tile. But we would sug- 
j gest that it is very much cheaper 
land better for the average farmer 
to make his own tile. A simple 
I hand machine that can be operated 
hv two people can he bought for 140, 
and with which oOO tiles can be 
made in one day. 100 His. of cement, 
costing about 30 cents, will make 

and VJ inches long. Sand will not 
runt the average farmer anything. 

He usually has plenty on or near the 
farm. With his machine, cement 
and sand all he has to do is to mix 
cement and sand one part cement to 
three and one-half of sand, mix 
thoroughly and moisten just enough 
to make it stick together. Moist- 
en them every day for a week 
and occasionally after they are made 
until you are ready to use them. 
This will cause them not to break 
and they will become harder. Any 
farmer or number of farmers can 
with little effort and a small cost 
make their own tile.

Worms, scales, heotles and weevils 
annunllv oat a billion dollars worth 
of worlds products. We have not 
yet. learned to fear things that we 
do not properly see. If army worms 
were occasionally the sire of b<ia- 
eonstrictors and weevils tho nirv 
elephants, we would see them In 
their true proportions. Because 
their sire is so insignificant, we do 
not, consider their numbers. Every 
man in America pays as much to 
those pests, as he does to set his own 
table. . 

The people in Berea have in the 
past paid as much, but they have 
declared war. They are now tired 
of the tyrannical rule and posses- 
sion of the enemies. 

Tt is not the farmer's private prob- 
lem. He suffers directly, but passes 
It on to the elty man in the form of 
higher prices. The consumer al- 
ways pays the hill. Purchase prices 
are regulated by the yield and the 
more food we can grow to the acre 
Without adding to the operating ex- 
penses, the cheaper food grows. 

Tn the Sunday School lesson last 
Sunday, these words were heard,

should he heard to-day and should 
start a movement, as it did in the 
days of Paul. 

Organization is what we need. | 
then action. The average person I 
thinks the farmer's troubles have 
nothing to do with him. hut they j 
do.

SEED CORN 

Farmers cannot he too careful in 
selecting or purchasing seed. AH 
seed should he of even sire, grain, 
and of most importance should b<» 
high of germination. Tt Is a little 
trouble to test. seed, but if pays 
to Bive close attention to this point. 
So manv Holds of corn show a loss 
of anywhere from !» to 15 bushels 
because of poor seed. The class in 
the Agriculture Certificate Course of 
Heroa College has just finished a test 
of medium seed corn, which in most 
cases would have been planted by 
the average farmer, fn this test the 
class found that only 5fl 5-10 per 
i ent germinated, using fen ears for 
tin- lest. This means a little over 
a half of the seed planted would 
"on." up. the other half to be re- 
plant. an.! -oplant is never as good 
as the first slanting. You never 
know from looking at the outside 
appearance of corn whether if will 
germinate and grow or not. There- 
fore, make a test of your seed corn 
before you plant. Anyone wishing 
other information on this subject 
eall or write your county agent. 
Those in and noi" Beron. tret 
their information irom the County 
Agent s Office. 

Buy from the dealer or grower 
whom you have confidence in. and 
then test your seed corn for your- 
self before planting. We must re- 
member that it requires great care 
and work to grow good seed; pre- 
pare and market it and it is worth 
all the growers ask for it. Good 
seed, like a sjro in breeding, is one 
of the first things of importance. Be 
sure to make a seed test this year, 
and compare with some not tested.
